From those figure« you find that the 
s»‘veu mining states and one territory 
have aocnmnlated a pt)r capita wealth, 
in an average existence of less than 25 
years, within $76 as much as have the 
eight eastern states in five times the 
time, averaging from their admission 
into the union, which is decidedly an* 
fair to the eastern states. 
So where are 
the plntocrats? And mind yon, this 
wiwteni wealth has been aocnmnlatiMl 
since the great crime of ’73. 
But let us 
see farther how this wt«tem wealth 
compare« with any other group of eight 
state«, and I don’t care how they are 
grouped, bnt the following seems fa ir:

In view of these figures, it seems 
ridiculous to longer apply the tom 
plutocrat to the east, for if there be any 
such an animal in existmce we w ill look 
for it in the mining st^es of the west. 
I am fully aware the first thing our 
Popocratic friend--no, not friend, but 
enemy, for anyone who endoTMs the 
Chicago platform is not a true £riend of 
his neighbor cw himself—w ill say is 
that the reason of the high avowge in 
eastern states is that the immense 
wealth of the few raises the per capita 


average. 
But in this assertion he is as 
much a stranger to the truth as he is in 
his other theories. 
Note can fully these 
figures taken from the latest authentic 
reports. 
In the eight «»stem states, having 
thepOT capita wealth of $»»59.76, then 
are 4,208,290 depositors in saving banks 
and building and loan aswK'iations, with 
an average deposit of $2i)3.82 each, 
these 4,203,290 dejjositors Is'ing almost 
86 p»*r cent of the bital popuhition of the 
several states. 
Compan» this with the 
seven mining staUw and one territory, 
having its per capita wealth of $f>H:i.77. 
which have but 286,866 deiKisitors in 
saving banks and building and Icmn 
assKK'iations, whose average deposit is 
$875.60 each. 
These 235,855 dejKsutors 
comprise only about 9 p«T cent of the 
total population of these states. 
If these figunw prove anything they 
pit)ve that the congestion of wealth is 
not in the east, bnt iu the mining stat«« 
of the west. They prov«» further that 
the blow from free silver ainmd at the 
rich man in the “ enemy's country” 
would, while p**rhai)s cab'hing a few 
hundred well able to stand it, at the 
same time fall on the h«»ads of over 
4,200,000 dejiositing laboring men and 
women, catting in two their life i»ani* 
ings, and comp«»Uing the use of th»> 
other half beftar* business could be atl* 
justed to the uew basis. And all for the 
purpose of trjring to force the prict» of

The great north central statt* of ’the 
third group, with 1,689,274 depositors in 
saving banks and loan associations, Ohio 
alone having 824,.398, 
Pennsylvania 
600,427 and Illinois 8*23,167, must also 
sacrifice their accumulations, belonging 
to the creditor class, for the sake of an 
experiment, the like of which no nation 
of the world has ever tri*»d.

New York aga*11"* *!*e 
Toledo, St. Louis aud Kansas City Rail­ 
way company, better known as the 
Clover Leaf. 
Attorney Clarence Brown for the re­ 
ceiver of the Clover Leaf filed a peti­ 
tion in the United States coart against 
the Lake Shore, Nickel Plate and Mich­ 
igan Central road*, a* member* of the 
joint traffic association 
The petition asks for a restraining 
order, which wa* granted by Judge 
Ricks. 
The Clover L eafs receiver asserts 
that the joint traffic association, com­ 
prising all the trunk lines between 
New York and Chicago and deviating 
line*, some 88 in all, have been trying 
to compel the Clover Leaf to b e c o m e a 
member of the association, which that 
road refused to do. declining to be 
bound by the regulation* of the joint 
traffic association. 
The association, in 
order to bring the Clover Leaf to time, 
then determined to sever all passenger 
relation* between its road# and the 
Clover Leaf. 
The receivers petition alleges that the 
association also threaten* to sever all 
freight relations, the real ground of 
complaint, according to the petition, 
being that the Clover Leaf is obtaining 
more than its share of the eastbound 
traffic. 
The receiver refused to divide this 
traffic and a* a result of this refusal, 
all roads in the joint traffic aascxnation 
and all connecting roads served notice 
on the Clover Leaf that after Oct. 22. 
1896. they would refuse to honor all 
through tickets or baggage checks issued 
by the Clover L eal or bv auy other 
company for the Clover Leaf or any 
tickets or checks which read "by way 
of the Clover I/eaf road.” 
The result of this would be, it is a1 
leged, to destroy all through passenger 
traffic of the road. 
The hearing of the case was fixed for 
the first Tuesday in December with 
leave to the different companies to move 
to dissolve the restraining order at any 
time. 
The temporary restraining order is 
now in effect and the companies will 
not attempt to put the agreement of 
the joint traffic association in effect 
until the final hearing.
